The Amendment filed 2/23/05 has been considered in preparing this Office action. 
Applicant's Amendments to the claims and Remarks have overcome the rejections recited in the 
prior Office action mailed 1 1/24/04. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . A telephone interview was conducted between the examiner, Mr. Henry Tran, and 
applicant's attorney, Mr. Andrew J. Taska, on 12/13/05 to discuss the IDS submitted on 4/3/03 
as indicated in the remarks, page 18 of the applicant's amendment received on 2/23/05. Because 
said IDS has not been found in the file record or the IFW record, the attorney agreed that the IDS 
is resubmitted with Postal Receipt by fax directly to the examiner fax number for consideration. 

2. The examiner has considered the document listed in form PTO-1449 submitted with the 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) faxed to the examiner on 12/13/05 with Postal Receipt 
indicated that the IDS was mailed to the Office on 4/3/03 (see the attached formPTO-1449). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-30 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As argued on pages 18-28 of the applicant's Amendment received 2/23/05, the claimed 
invention of each of the independent claims 1, 10, 18, 21 and 25 requires that "a predetermined 
code indicative of the end of data" (claims 1,18 and 25) or "a card end tag indicative of the end 
of each said card of the data" (claims 10 and 21) is being detected for controlling the starting or 
stopping of the light-emission means (backlight 34); whereas the closest prior art, the Terashima 
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patent (U.S. Patent No. 5,970,419) and the Lincke et al. document (U.S. Publication No. 
2003/0197719) requires a time counter for generating a control signal Scb or a transmitted 
message for shutting down the transmission side of the TCP connection which does not teach the 
claimed invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
